DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  Council  adopted  a Scheme  of  Immunisation  m December,  1939,  the  method  used  being 
two  injections  of  .2cc  and  .5cc  of  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  given  at  an  interval  of  four  weeks,  the 
results  of  which  showed  itself  in  increasing  measure  as  the  year  progressed.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  nothing  to  report.  The  Centralisation  of  Slaughtering  at  Whitchurch 
has  greatly  reduced  the  work  of  Meat  Inspection,  and  all  Housing  progress  has  been  held  up  but 
constant  vigilance  of  Cowsheds  and  all  Food-preparing  places  is  required,  for  there  are  increased  risks 
of  Alimentary  Diseases  such  as  Enteric  and  Dysentery  and  the  trouble  arising  from  food-poisoning 
organisms  due  to  War  conditions,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  a Circular  has  warned  Local 
Authorities  of  the  importance  of  taking  all  possible  measures  to  maintain  the  purity  and  wholesomeness 
of  the  Food  Supply.
